Councillors Hill,

Three local politicians will be 
placed under a microscope, 
over their campaign expenses 
from the October municipal 
election. 

First-term councillors John 
Hill, Paul Collard and Don 
Lubberts will have an audit con¬ 
ducted on their financial 
reports, following a meeting 
conducted by the Niagara 
Compliance Audit Committee 
at Town hall on Monday after- 

The first application to be 
heard was one made by Marina 
Butler, on the statements filed 
by Ward 4 Coun. John Hill, who 
won the election with 75 per 
cent of the vote in a two-person 
race, defeating incumbent Tim 
Whitfield. 

Mayoral candidate Ann- 
Marie Noyes also had a dona¬ 
tion from the same individual 
on her report, but returned it 
before the deadline to file at 
Town Hall.

Hill also returned the 
cheque to Smith, but after his 
statements had been handed 
in to the clerk. 

"This scenario is no differ¬ 
ent than someone who takes 
a chocolate bar without pay¬ 
ing for it, enjoys it, then 
returns the wrapper asking 
for forgiveness," said Buffer. 

Summarizing a section of 
the Ontario Municipal Act 
that Buffer referred to, all 
candidates are responsible 
for understanding the rules 
and regulations through 
their own interpretation. 

Hill said he made a reason¬ 
able effort to make sure 
Smith's donation was accept¬ 
able. 

He met him in September 
2010 while on the campaign 
trail and discussed Hill's 
platform for the upcoming 
election. 

"The issue of citizenship 
never came up in our meet¬ 
ing, as he indicated he was a 
long-dime resident of Crystal 
Beach," said Hill. 

The Ridgeway-Thunder 
Bay councillor feels he did 
not do anything wrong and 
said he did everything he 
could to make sure the dona¬ 
tion was eligible. 

"ft is my view the act is 
broad in scope and open for 
various interpretations." 

John K. Bice, one of the

three compliance audit 
members presiding over the 
meeting, asked Hill if the fact 
that Smith's New York State 
address that is clearly on the 
cheque he received, set off 
any alarms. 

Hill said he noticed it was 
from a local financial institu¬ 
tion, but didn't notice the 
address. 

"No, I didn't pay attention 
to that part of the cheque," 
Hill responded. 

The committee adjourned 
to seek advice from its legal 
counsel and returned, 
instructing the Town clerk to 
engage the services of an 
auditor to look further into 
Hill's expenses. 

The next councillor in 
question was Ward 5 repre¬ 
sentative Don Lubberts, who 
is being challenged for also 
accepting a $200 donation 
from Ken Smith. The appli¬ 
cation for an audit into his 
finances was made by 
Martha Lockwood, who was 
defeated by Lubberts in the 
election after one term.

Lockwood said because 
Smith is not a permanent 
resident of Ontario, the 
donation should have been 
returned before the deadline 
to file financial statements at 
Town Hall. 

"It is clear to me Mr. 
Lubberts has contravened 
the municipal act," said 
Lockwood. 

In the Act, it is stated that 
candidates are responsible 
for their own interpretation 
of the rules and regulations 
when running for office. 
Lockwood feels all candi¬ 
dates should be more careful 
when finalizing their state¬ 
ments and that using an 
excuse of not being in the 
know is not acceptable. 

"I don't believe ignorance 
is a valid defense," she said. 

Lubberts had the support 
of many seasonal Crystal 
Beach residents before the 
election, most of whom are 
U.S. citizens. Lockwood took 
3 of pointing this out 


"Should there not be a

question about the foreign 
influence in the Canadian 
process?" she asked. 

Lubberts said he always 
knew Smith was a summer 
resident but considering he 
lives in Ontario for about half 
of the year, the councillor 
thought he was in the clear. 

He still decided to follow 
up with the ministry of 
municipal affairs about who 
is eligible to make a cam¬ 
paign contribution and 
claims to be told a sound 
understanding of the act is 
the responsibility of the can¬ 
didate, but was later told by a 
different person he should 
return the $200 cheque... 
which he did. 

"In summary, I felt I did 
what was required to get the 
answer I needed," said 
Lubberts. 

A delegation was also 
made by Crystal Beach resi¬ 
dent Shirley Grace, who 
admitted to helping Lubberts 
with his finances during the 
election. When going over 
his statement, she believed 


the fact that a contributor 
doesn't have to be an elector 
meant he could accept 
Smith's donation. 

"I figured he was pretty 
safe," said Grace. 

"I made very sure his 
finances were accurate and 
right to the penny." 

Grace was later questioned 
by the audit committee 
about what her role was on 
Lubberts' campaign and she 
explained that the bulk of the 
finances were her task. 

Lockwood later made 
comments, saying that she 
should have been registered 
as his financial officer. 

"Only the candidate can 
receive campaign contribu¬ 
tions," she said referring to 
Grace not being given an offi¬ 
cial title. 

The compliance commit¬ 
tee also said, based on rea¬ 
sonable grounds that 
Lubberts was in contraven¬ 
tion of the act, an audit 
should be conducted on his 
finances. 

Ward 6 Coun. Paul 
Collard's campaign spending 
was the final topic of discus¬ 
sion at the meeting. The 
application over his state¬ 
ments was filed by Larry 
Graber, who was defeated by 
Collard in the municipal 
election. 

Graber has two issues with 
Collard's records. The first, is 
that he accepted a donation 
from the Fort Erie Waterfront 


Preservation Association 
(FEWPA) for $450. Since the 
FEWPA could be considered 
a corporation, included in 
his report should have been 
an address and the name of 
the business manager or 
president. 

His second complaint is 
that Collard didn't open a 
second bank account for his 
campaign. 

"By not opening a second 
account, there is a co-min- 
gling of personal and cam¬ 
paign funds," said Graber. 

Collard had a rather lean 
grand total for his campaign, 
coming in at $1,579 which is 
significantly less than the 
$8,152 limit. 

The Stevensville councillor 
said he has "nothing to hide" 
and hopes an audit will prove 
this statement to be true. 

"I believe full disclosure 
and an impartial review of 
the evidence will indicate no 
attempt was ever made to 
conceal the true cost of my 
election campaign," said 
Collard. 

Chairing the meeting, 
committee member David 
Barrett asked Collard why he 
chose not to open a second 

"How did that arise in your 
mind that you didn't need to 
do that when the law clearly 
indicated you should?" 

Collard responded by say¬ 
ing it wasn't done with ill 
intentions. He referred back 
only taking out

Tour honouring fallen 
soldiers coming Tuesday

A national tour that honours 
Canada's fallen soldiers is coming to 

In the parking lot of the Leisureplex, 
the Portraits of Honour Tour will 
showcase a mural that features the 
faces of 155 soldiers who lost their 
lives for our country. 

The event is being hosted by both 
local Kinsmen and Kinette Clubs in 
Greater Fort Erie as well as Royal 
Canadian Legion branches 71 and 
230. 

On May 24, council claimed June 21 
as Albert Storm Day in the communi¬ 
ty, after the local native who was killed 
in Afghanistan in 2006. 

The mural has been voluntarily cre¬ 
ated by Dave Sopha, an airbrush artist 
who also painted the artwork the 
community has seen on the side of 
Royal Canadian Legion branch 71 on 
Garrison Road. 

The traveling dedication started 
touring the country on May 27 and 
after the final stop, it is expected $1.5 
million will be raised to support the 
Military Families Fund and other 


established military charities to assist 
families dealing with the loss of life or 
physical and emotional injuries from 
the realities of war. 

In his recent delegation to Town 
council, Fort Erie Kinsmen Club pres¬ 
ident Larry Graber spoke about 
encouraging local schools to organize 
bus trips to view the mural and for 
other residents to stop in at the event 
to pay tribute to those who fought for 
freedom. 

The goal in Fort Erie is to raise 
$5,000. 

"There are so many brave men and 
women who proudly wear the uni¬ 
form of the Canadian Forces and so 
many strong families who remain 
behind to support them," said Graber, 
noting that many families need finan¬ 
cial assistance. 

"we need to make sure that every 
dollar raised quickly finds its way to 
the people who most need it and that 
our contribution will make a measur¬ 
able difference in their quality of life,” 
he added.

Every week, things 

esting in this little town 
of ours. 

As you have already 
read in this week's issue, 
three councillors are 
being audited because of 
discrepancies on their 
campaign expenses from 
the October 2010 elec- 

Likely to the surprise 
of some readers, this is an 
issue I see both sides of. 


I agree individuals 
who are elected into 
office and made respon¬ 
sible for the spending of 
millions in taxpayer dol¬ 
lars should be meticulous 
when it comes to prepar¬ 
ing their own election 
finances. I feel these mis¬ 
takes that have been 
pointed out could have 
been avoided, if some 
members of council paid 
closer attention the 
municipal act, or the 
address on a cheque, for 
that matter. 

These three council¬ 
lors were elected with 
many responsibilities and 
one of them is to play a 
role in the Town's budget 
and approving spending 
on various projects. If 
they can't get their own 


financial statements pre¬ 
pared correctly, then 
there could be a cause for 
concern. 

But at the same 
time...what did they real¬ 
ly do? 

Yes, they did make 
mistakes. But how severe 
are they? 

Not too bad, in my 
opinion. 

I would not be making 
this statement if we were 
discussing donations 
made by members of the 
mafia or a known drug 
dealer....but that is 
nowhere near what this 
latest story suggests. 

Last year, about two 
weeks before the elec¬ 
tion, Ward Coun. Bob 
Steckley was accused of 
improperly filing his 


statement and in an edi¬ 
torial, we opined that it 
wasn't that big of a deal. 

In a nutshell, we con¬ 
sidered it an 

oversight... which is 
exactly what we have 
here with councillors 
Hill, Lubberts and 
Collard. 

In the municipal act, it 
is said anyone who 'nor¬ 
mally' resides in Ontario 
can donate to a candi¬ 
dates' campaign. 

It's all in how this is 
interpreted by those run¬ 
ning for office and how 
they respond according¬ 
ly...but perhaps there 
could be more specific 
wording in the act, to 
clear up exactly what this 
means. 

Ken Smith, the donor 


in question for having a 
U.S. address is also a sea¬ 
sonal resident in Crystal 
Beach. Perhaps if the act 
were to read 'anyone 
who normally resides in 
Ontario for more than six 
months' is allowed to 
contribute to a cam¬ 
paign...then we wouldn't 
have this problem. 

The most obvious 
mishap between all three 
councillors is stuck on 
Paul Collard. 

In the section 'duties 
of candidate,' the first 
bullet point is that all 
candidates must open a 
second bank account for 
their campaign. It's pret¬ 
ty straightforward and he 
missed this...but at the 
same time, I believe him 
when he says he has 


"nothing to hide." 

In my estimation, 
there is no reason to feel 
anything corrupt has 
taken place but it will be 
interesting to see what 
the outcome is.

NOTICE OF STUDY INITIATION 

The Town of Fort Erie has initiated a study to evaluate Fort Erie's mobility needs relevant to 2011 and beyond. 
Since 2002, recommendations from the previous Public Transportation Requirements Study have been imple¬ 
mented either in whole or in part relevant to service need and levels of funding provided by Council and the 
Province. The transit services in Fort Erie have been substantially improved since the 2002 study was com¬ 
pleted with service frequency and routing improvements, more comfortable and reliable buses, high quality 
information for the public, an improved municipal specialized service for seniors and persons with disabilities 
and a seasonal inter-municipal service connection to Niagara Falls. With these improvements there has been 
considerable growth in transit ridership and the service has assumed a greater role in the community. 

Council identified the enhancement of the sustainability of public transportation as a priority in their 2011 - 
2014 Strategic Plan. The intent of the study is to develop a pragmatic plan that will assist the Town in identify¬ 
ing how public transportation improvements should be prioritized and further enhanced. The objectives of this 
important study are to: 

• identify Fort Erie’s public supported transit needs; 

• determine the most effective means of meeting the transit needs of Fort Erie in a cost effective, sustainable 
manner; 

• determine the needs with respect to inter-community mobility; 

• determine the transit needs of the residents (particularly seniors and the mobility challenged) related to 
healthcare access; 

• identify and evaluate transit needs for both winter and summer community programs & special events; 

• identify and evaluate transit needs with respect to Council approved Neighbourhood Plans and proposed 
development; 

• identify and evaluate alternative mobility systems or transit models; and 

• evaluate any and/or all improvements based on public consultation. 

A Public Information Centre (PIC) is intended to be held in August, 2011. The intent of the PIC is to present 
the preliminary preferred public transit recommendations and to solicit public comment. A further notice of 
the exact date of the PIC will occur towards the end of July when the date has been determined. It will be 
advertised, and also posted on the Town’s Website. There will also be stakeholder group meetings to enable 
service providers and transit users to provide important input throughout the development of the study.

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Sensory room at St. George’s helps special needs students

Every child is different 
which means not every 
child is able to learn the 
same way. 

Two educational assis¬ 
tants from St. George 
Catholic Elementary School 
in Crystal Beach have 
worked tirelessly this year to 
help children who don’t 
benefit from traditional 
education. 

They say it is their job to 
figure out how to help stu¬ 
dents who have a difficult 
time learning in a regular 
classroom. 

Charlene Drolet and Mary 
Byers began their project 
this past October to trans¬ 
form their sensory room to 
help meet the needs of these 
students. And it’s an entirely 
different world compared to 
a typical classroom. 

Through the efforts of 
fundraising and the aid of 
volunteers, Drolet and Byers 
were able to build a litde 
haven for children who real¬ 
ly need it. After raising 
about $3,500 dollars, the 
sensory room really began 
to take shape this past 


March break. 

The unique space is a 
quiet and welcoming envi¬ 
ronment where children can 
explore and develop their 
senses and their skills. 
There are many interactive 
features, including fibre 
optic lights, a bubble light 
that changes color, a swing, 
a soft play area and exercise 
balls. These therapeutic and 
relaxing features are meant 
to entice the sight, sound 
and feeling for children with 
special needs. 

Walking into the sensory 
room where Drolet and 
Byers work, students are 
surrounded by soft blue and 
purple colours. It provides 
an opportunity for students 
to take a breather from diffi¬ 
cult time spent in the class¬ 
room. It’s certainly a drastic 
change from the bare white 
walls and the few toys Drolet 
and Byers started with when 
they began their project. 

On one side of the room, 
there is a painting of a night 
sky. On the other side, there 
is a painting of a large tree. 

Drolet says it is some¬ 
times it is difficult for stu¬ 
dents who have special 
needs, such as Autism or 
Cerebral Palsy, to sit all day

in a class room and focus. 
The activities in the school’s 
new addition help these stu¬ 
dents says Byers. 

“It gives breaks in 
between the structured 
learning. It helps them 
release their energy and 
frustration and it nurtures 
their specific needs.” 

What is the most reward¬ 
ing to see is the smiles on 
the faces of the students 
who use it, says Droley. 

She says some children 
who use the room are quiet 
in the classroom, but when 
these children walk into the 
sensory room, their person¬ 


alities change. 

"You can just see the 
smiles and the looks on 
their faces. It really does 
make a difference” 

Drolet says they can't 
control what goes on out¬ 
side the sensory room, but 
they can control what goes 
on inside to make it a spe¬ 
cial and safe place for any 
child who needs it. "This is 
a safe and inviting place for 
students who have these 
special needs to express 
themselves.” 

There are five students 
who use the room on a reg¬ 
ular basis at the school.
